He Did Not Want to Take Ad­ 
vantage at the State. 


Judge Jim Griggs was reminded of a 
itory by the passing of an electric oar 
und began: 


"One at the funniest things that ever 
Happened during my connection with 
the Georgia judiciary was when I was 
first elected solicitor.
